Pip two 
House Won't 
Shift Control 
of Schools

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas House declined Mon- 
day to shift control of the four 
state training schools to the 
Welfare 
Department, 
but ap- 


proved a bill merging the Mo 
Rae and Booneville tuberculos- 
is sanatoriums. 


The representatives debated 


almost an hour before voting 
34-56 on the training 
school 


measure, 
which 
would 
have 


created 
a 
division 
for 
the 


schools under their own direc- 
tor in the Welfare Department. 
Opponents argued that the bill 
would add to the department's 
power. 


The Senate, meanwhile, ap- 


proved 28-1 a bill giving the 
state's school districts $20 for 
each student who completed a 
driver training course. The bill, 
designed to encourage driver 
education in the schools, was the 
first of a series of highway 
safety measures to come before 
the legislature this session. 


The House defeated a propos- 


al allowing a deduction for fed- 
eral income taxes in computing 
state 
income taxes, but ap- 


proved a measure increasing 
state income tax credits. 


In other action, the House 


passed a bill requiring pay- 
ment of prevailing wages 
on 


public works projects of more 
than $25,000 in towns of more 
than 10,000 population and coun- 
ties of more than 20,000 in- 
habitants. 


Under 
the training schools 


bill, the institutions would re- 
tain their present boards in an 
advisory 
capacity 
while 
the 


chairmen of each of thse boards 
plus 
gubernatorial appointees 


would make up a larger board, 
which Rep. G. W. Turner 
Jr. 


of Pine 
Bluff 
derisively re- 


ferred to as the "super board." 


"If I got to be governor of 


Arkansas and if I could control 
the super board, I'd have the 
state in my hand," Turner said. 


Reps. John Bethel! of Des 


Arc and Paul Bates of Pine 
Bluff joined Turner in arguing 
that the bill would add to the 
influence of the Welfare Depart- 
ment, which Turner said "con- 
trolled" 180,000 persons. 
-"Proponents of the measure in- 
cluded "legislators who "uncov- 
ered instances of what they 
said 
were dereliction 
at the 


State Girls Training School at 
Alexander. 
They said the bill 


would cure existing ills and, by 
placing the schools in the Wei* 
fare Department, provide vau* 
able 
follow-up information on 


inmates after their release plus 
quality the schools for the first 
time for federal money. 


Rep. 
Doug Brandon of Little 


Rock said studies to correct 
conditions in the schools had 
been conducted for the last 16 
years, bat 
nothing had 
been 


done yet. 


"If we can't do a better job 


for these people . . . then we 
have an obligation to turn them 
loose on society," said Rep. 
Harry Carter of Little Rock of 
training school inmates, "When 
society becomes conscious of 
the (present) program, then I 
think society will realize some- 
thing needs to be done." 


Rep. 
Leon Hoisted of North 


Little Rock said the Welfare 
Department, superintendents of 
three of the schools, judges and 
various organizations 
approved 


the measure. Brandon said op- 
position was coming from offi- 
cials 
of 
the 
Boys 
Training 


School at Pine Bluff, which he 
said admittedly had better op- 
erations than the other three. 


The representatives approved 


the sanatorium merger bill 94-0 
without 
debate. 
Under 
the 


measure, all patients at the Mc- 
Rae sanatorium would be trans- 
ferred to Booneville by July 1. 


A resolution was introduced 


in the House 
Monday calling 


for the appointment of a House- 
Senate committee to study the 
feasibility 
of 
converting 
the 


property for treatment of the 
mentally retarded. 


The House defeated 38-41 a 


bill by Rep. George Nowotny of 
Fort Smith, the Republican mi- 
nority leader, allowing a partial 
deduction of federal income tax- 
es that would progress by 20 
per cent each year, ending with 
a 
total deduction after 
five 


years. 


Nowotny said the bill, sug- 


gested by U.S. Rep. Wilbur D. 
Mills of Kensett, would cost the 
state $1,242,000 the first year. 
Rep. 
Gayle Windsor of Little 


Rock urged passage to move 
the state Revenue Department 
"into a little initiative and ag- 
gressiveness" 
in 
suggesting 


complete revision of the income 
tax laws. 


The House earlier had defeat- 


ed two other proposals to give 
taxpayers credit for federal in- 
come taxes. 


A bill by Rep. Chadd Durrett 


of Strong increasing income tax 
credits, however, sailed to an 
84.;8 approval. The bill would in- 
crease -credits from $17.50 to 
$25 for single taxpayers, from 
$35 to $50 for a head of a family 
or taxpayers filing a joint re- 
turn and $6 to $9 for each de- 
pendent.

Attitude 
Toward War

LONDON (AP) - No shift in 


the Soviet attitude toward the 
war in Vietnam emerged today 
from the opening of talks be- 
tween Prime Ministers Alexei 
Kosygin and Harold Wilson. 


Informants said Wilson and 


Kosygin restated their familiar 
positions on the Southeast Asian 
war at the first private sessions 
of the Soviet premier's week- 
long visit to Britain. 


They talked for three hours 


Monday in the Cabinet room at 
No. 10 Downing St. That was an 
hour more than scheduled hut 
there was no hint that this in- 
dicated any progress toward 
agreements. A spokesman said 
it meant they were "usefully oc- 
cupied in their time." 


A news blackout was Imposed 


on the discussions, and some 
diplomatic 
commentators took 


this as a good sign. However, 
Soviet sources said Kosygin ar- 
rived from Moscow ready to 
press the Communist position 
that the United States must stop 
bombing North Vietnam before 
any peace talks can start.

that he dropped out of Miami 
University 
of Ohio after two 


years to enlist in the Coast 
Guard and eventually win ac- 
ceptance into the Coast Guard 
aviation cadet program, which 
was begun in 1964. 
*"My prime interest ^enlist- 
ing was becoming a pilot," he 
said. "This is the only reason 
I quit school."

ATLANTA (AP)-Bobby Dodd 


was widely known for his casu* 
al approach to coaching, but as 
Georgia Tech athletic director 
he doesn't plan to waste any 
time finding his successor as 
football coach.

P. Reuther and his three top 
officers resigned from the AFL- 
CIO Executive Council. 


At its April 20-22 convention, 


the UAW will discuss the union's 
relations with the AFL-CIO and 
the granting of executive board 
authority to take "whatever ac« 
tion in this regard will best 
serve the interests of the UAW." 


A complete break from the 


AFL-CIO 
was 
avoided 
when 


Reuther, 60, kept the presidency 
of its industrial union depart- 
ment, by far the largest within 
the organization 
which Meany 


and Reuther created in 1955 by 
merging their respective Ameri- 
can Federation 
of Labor and 


Congress of Industrial Organi- 
zations. 


The UAW rank and file was 


promised a letter to clarify the 
action. 


It now develops there may be 


a series of three letters, the first 
of which was expected to be 
dispatched sometime today. 


Other 
unions 
with similar 


views will be welcome to join 
what one UAW source termed 
"our positive approach to prob- 
lems for which solutions must be 
found." 


The same source said Reuther 


had determined that the UAW 
"will assume the leadership of 
a progressive labor movement." 


A major reason for severing 


ties with the AFL-CIO Executive 
Council was to permit the UAW 
leaders to take their demands to 
the rank and file of labor gen- 
erally, rather than confine de- 
bate to the council and be bound 
by Its majority action. 


Meany dominates the council, 


which last November approved 
by a vote of 18-6 Meany's con- 
duct of its international affairs. 


Reuther had criticized the

in September 1965 that a treaty 
was being negotiated to replace 
the 1903 pact which allowed the 
United States to operate the

Upheld by 
State Court 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


.Arkansas Supreme Court let 
stand today the election of Rep. 
Vada Sheid of Mountain Home 
In her race last November 
against the Republican incum- 
bent, 0. D, Pendergrass. 


In another case, the court 


held that there was a defect in 
a suit over whether some mem* 
bers of the Arkansas Senate 
would have to stand for election 
to two-year terms rather than 
the four provided by the consti* 
tution. 


The Supreme Court, in the 


Pendergrass-Sheld case, said 
the state Constitution provides 
that each house of the General 
Assembly shall be its own judge 
of the qualifications of its mem- 
bers in that the judicial branch 
is without a jurisdiction in elec- 
tion contests involving legisla- 
tive seats. 


Pendergrass had contended in 


his suit that 84 votes should be 
declared void for various rea- 
sons. Mrs. Sheid, the Democrat- 
ic nominee, was certified as the 
winner of the race, by a vote 
of 4,542-4,488. 


The court said it found no 


basis for Pendergrass' sugges- 
tion that the necessary statu- 
tory authority for a judicial con- 
test of the election is found in 
a section of the statutes that 
provide in election contests the 
contestant must put up bond to 
insure the payment of any mon- 
ey judgment that he might suf- 
fer. 


"We cannot take seriously the 


argument that this bare re- 
quirement of a bond was in- 
tended 
to 
confer 
upon 
the 


court's jurisdiction of election 
contests for everyone of the of- 
fices 
mentioned," 
the court 


said. 


The court held that the suit 


over senatorial elections was 
defective because only five sen- 
ators of the 18th Senatorial Dis- 
trict were made defendants. 


The court said all the mem- 


bers of the Senate should have 
been made parties to the suit. 


The suit arose out of the 1965 


reapportionment on the basis of 
"one-man-one-vote" 
ruling by 


the U.S. Supreme Court. The 
reapportionment left unaffected 
the districts of nine senators 
who ostensibly were elected to 
four-year terms in 1964. 


Last year the court held that 


these nine senators could serve 
out the remainder of their four- 


year terms without standing for 
re-election in 1966, 


In a concurring opinion, Chiwtl 


Justice Carleton Harris said he 
believed it was improper to 
draw lots for two and four*year 
terms in the present session of 
the General Assembly. Harris 
said he believed there was no 
occasion for a drawing until at 
least after the 19?0 federal 
census. 


The court reversed the con- 


viction and two-year sentences 
of John Petty, Luther Ernest 
Myrick and William Dodson on 
charges of burglary and grand 
larceny in connection with a 
break-in at a Fayetteville bowl- 
ing alley in which more than $35 
was taken. 


The 
court upheld 
the ap- 


pelant's contention that their 
truck was illegally searched by 
officers at Mount Ida and that 
the items they obtained were 
inadmissable as evidence. 


The court also reversed the 


five-year sentence given Lloyd 
Cabbiness of Little Rock on a 
charge of burglary in connec- 
tion with a breakin at a Berry- 
ville grocery. The court held 
that the trial judge erred in 
admitting into testimony about 
items seized from Cabbiness' 
apartment 
without 
a 
search 


warrant. The trial was in Car- 
roll Circuit Court.

No Feelers 
for Peace, 
Says Kennedy

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Sen. 


Robert F. Kennedy says he did 
not 
bring any 
Vietnam 
war 


peace feelers from Europe, but 
he told President Johnson the 
French could provide meaningful 
contacts with Hanoi. 


Kennedy said after a White % 


House conference with Johnson 
Monday, "I never received the 
impression that I was any re- 
cipient of any peace feelers." 


This momentarily quieted, but 


did not entirely erase, a flurry 
of speculation which grew out 
of reports in Newsweek maga- 
zine that the New York Demo- 
crat was bringing back at least 
some 
second-hand information 


that might be helpful in arrang- 
ing peace talks. 


Kennedy told Undersecretary 


of State Nicholas Katzenback ear- 
lier Monday that French Presi- 
dent Charles de Gaulle had reit- 
erated to Kennedy his position 
that there was little chance for 
peace unless the United States 
was willing to announce a sched- 
ule for withdrawal of its troops 
from Vietnam. 


Kennedy repeated this assess- 


ment to Johnson when Katzen- 
bach accompanied him to the 
White House. 


The New York senator inter- 


preted this as indicating that De 


» 1§6t 


Gaulle was n«t pfepafetl to tak§ 
any practical steps at this time 
to get negotiations going. 


But Kennedy was said to have 


found the lower echelons of the 
French government, where con* 
tact is maintained directly with 
Hanoi envoys, much more flexi- 
ble in their approach to the 
problem. 


Although he would not discuss 


his talk with Johnson, Kennedy 
said in an Interview that his 
remarks in Europe that the next 
two or three weeks may be cru- 
cial in the search for peace were 
based on three points: 
- The truce beginning with 


the Vietnamese lunar New Year 
Wednesday 
and lasting until 


Sunday morning could produce 
"Intensified efforts for peace" in 
several quarters. 


— There is belief In European 


capitals that Hanoi's ties with 
Communist 
China have been 


loosened 
by 
the turmoil in 


China. 
- There is a "general feeling 


in Europe that North Vietnam 
is not as adamant in its de- 
mands" as it has been previous- 
ly.He is not yet prepared to do 
it, but Kennedy seemingly is go- 
ing to join some Senate col- 
leagues in urging an extension 
of the pause in the bombing of 
North Vietnam that is scheduled 
for the New Year period. 


At the White House Kennedy 


told reporters he thinks that pos- 
sibly too much emphasis has 
been placed on merely getting 
negotiations going for the sake 
of talking and not enough on 
getting the kind of talks needed 
to achieve a settlement.

Peking Mobs

MOSCOW (AP) - 
Shouting 


Chinese 
mobs 
demonstrated 


outside the Soviet Embassy in 
Peking for the 12th straight day 
today, trapping Soviet employes 
inside the building, the Czecho- 
slovak news agency C.T.K. re- 
ported from the Chinese capital. 


C.T.K. said the Chinese For- 


eign Ministry warned Monday 
night that the "safety of Soviet 
citizens outside the embassy 
cannot be ensured." 


The agency said Polish and 


Czechoslovak diplomats came to 
the aid of the embattled embas- 
sy staff today, driving their cars 
through the embassy gates with 
difficulty to bring them food. 


C.T.K. said the new outburst 


of rioting followed a fairly quiet 
night. Soviet diplomats who had 
been detained in a bus for sev- 
eral hours by angry mobs Mon- 
day were finally allowed to en- 
ter their embassy.

"Our operating conditions at 


our airfields are not good," Rus- 
sell said. "We have not installed 
the bunker system we used in 
World War II to separate parked 
planes from each other and thus 
diminish damage from attack. 


"There has been great dere- 


liction in security at our air- 
fields and ammunition dumps 
which has permitted the Viet 
Cong to make damaging, sneak 
attacks on them. This must be 
corrected."

while South Vietnamese 


have been used to guard air- 
fields, ammunition depots which 
have been attacked are guarded 
by U. S. troops.

The Pentagon said

that in addition to the previous- 
ly announced losses of 622 at- 
tack planes knocked down by 
Communist anti-aircraft or mis- 
siles, 550 planes have been lost 
on air strips, in operations out- 
side Vietnam or for operational 
causes.

Russell said he believes the 


losses of 1,172 fixed-wing planes 
exceeds the attrition rate for 
similar losses in the Korean 
War. 


Russell said he and his com- 


mittee knew the losses were 
clearly double those of the pre- 
viously posted 622. He indicated 
he saw no need for any new in- 
vestigation of the matter except 
for a possible inquiry into tight- 
ening security.
